The 
controversy arose over astipu- 
lation in the Athletic Code 
which states that only mem- 
bers who won their letters 
during the current Season are 
entitled to jackets. By award- 
ing jackets to each member, 
everyone becomes. eligible 
for a letter. 


Kasje Votes ‘‘No’’ 


Ted -Kasje, Commissioner 
of Finance, who voted against 

e plan stated, ‘‘The policy 
in the past has been to award 
jackets only to championship 
teams. I am in no way belit- 
tling the fine season enjoyed 
by the football team this year. 


But I feel we are setting a 


dangerous precident if we ap- 
prove the plan. We will then 
be morally obligated to award 
jackets to all the teams. This 
we can not afford to do. The 
expense is just too great.’’ 
Mr. Kasje went on to state 
that since student funds were 
involved, he felt the student 
body should have been allowed 


to vote on the matter.

New Plan for Future Draftees 


This desk recently receiv- 
ed a release from the Public 
‘Information Officer at Ft. Ord 
of vital importance to the men 
on campus 17 to 18% years 
old. We are inclined to scoff 
at anything pertaining to mili- 
tary service, but this one will 
bear investigation by this par- 
ticular age group. 

This is the plan. Men be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 18% 
may now enlist in the armed 
forces for a period of six mon- 
ths, At the end of six months 
they will be separated from 
active service. The remainder 
of their eight year obligation 
may be spent in a reserve out- 
fit of their choice. 

The first reaction is “so 
what?’’ It’s still the army, 
“isn’t it? True, but there is a 
great advantage in this plan 
for those who are trying to 


plan their future in college. 
Military service is inevit- 
able for those who are physi- 


-cally qualified. The student 


knows that sooner or later he 
will be called. Usually it is 
for a two year period, which 
is a very large bite in a col- 
lege career. This plan is dir- 
ected at this group. The future 
draftee may now cut his time 
of actual service to six mon- 
ths, and spend the remainder 
of his obligation in the re- 
serves, continuing his studies 
concurrently. He is in effect 
killing two birds with one 
stone. 

These men should give the 
matter some serious thought. 
This editor served the full 
two years, and would surely 
have accepted such a plan if 
it was in effect then.

For MPC Campus Accidents 


: You’re covered! 

In the office of the administration building lies a document 
buried in the dust of obscurity. It is an insurance policy cover- 
ing every MPC student while on campus. However, though all 
are protected, accident-wise, Irene Tobias, registrar, hastened 
to add **...there are certain requirements that must be met, the 
most important being the notification of the office concerning 
any accident that might happen on campus.”’ 

Mrs. Tobias further stated that upon incurring an injury one 
should ascertain what bystanders may be counted upon for 
witnesses, and should also take note of the time of the acci- - 
dent. Accident report forms are available in the office and 
MUST BE FILLED OUT WITHIN 24 HOURS of the accident. 

If properly reported, medical bills resulting from the acci- 
dent will be paid by the insurance campany. 

The college maintains certain other accident precautions. 
Bruce L. Hubbard of the hygiene department pointed out that 
‘fit would be good for students to know where the first-aid 
kits are located.’’ He listed the lcations as follows: women’s 
gym, men’s gym, kitchen in the union, chemistry department 
office, home economics department, and the administrative 
office. There is also a kit which must be taken on any field 
trip, and one in each school bus. ! 

Doctor Hubbard cautioned that the first-aid kits are for emer- 
gencies only. Those departments where minor accidents are 
frequent carry a supply of band-aids, antiseptics, and related
